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SECRETARY'S REPORT 

Gentlemen: 

In presenting to you the annual report for our booklet 
I first of all wish to thank all the members for their hearty co-op- 
eration in making our Association such a great success. Our 
membership, which one year ago was around one hundred and 
seventy-five, is now approaching double that number, and this has 
onlv been achieved by the untiring efforts of your executive. On 
another page in this booklet you shall see extracts from letters 
received, showing what some of the boys think of the "Keep-in- 
Touch" movement. 

Great credit for the success of our Association is due to Ed. 
Borgman, who acted as chairman of the Executive during the first 
fifteen months in which the movement saw the light of day, and 
secondly, to Doctor Bayly, who has acted faithfully in the Execu- 
tive from the start, and since February 1, 192(5, has been our 
President. Last, and by no means least, to C. L. "Wax" Coggon, 
is due great praise for the perfect system which is used in keeping 
track of members and non-members. This work has taken many, 
many hours to complete and is of the greatest help in our "Keep- 
in-Touch" movement, A vote of thanks was passed to "Wax" by 
the executive, after our last banquet, which was such a huge suc- 
cess, and carried out under his orders. 

At Christmas time, a card (facsimile of our field P.C.) with 
Christmas greetings, was sent to all members of our Association 
and to many who have since enlisted. 

The annual meeting of the Association was held during the 
evening of our last Re-Union. A resolution was passed requesting 
the executive to carry on and giving them power to add to their 
numbers. Since then, George Tomlinson, J. L. Bryant and Chas. 
Hislop have been added, bringing the executive to twelve members. 

Two very important resolutions were passed at that meeting: 
one about Battalion Colors and History, and another in reference 
to a foot-stone to be placed at the foot of graves of ex-members 
of the battalion who go West. The former is dealt with by Lieut.- 
Gol. "Jock" Rankin, and the latter by C. A. Hislop, on another 
page in this booklet. 

Since the banquet we have sent out at least one thousand 
letters to ex-members of the battalion, trying to induce them to 
become members of our Association, and although we have en- 
larged our roll call, we would be well over five hundred had our

letters received a little more attention. If there are ex-members 
near you, use your influence to secure their membership.

Can you 
realize the amount of work in securing these members? The 
Executive enjoyed the work and all we ask for in return is your 
\ery earnest support. 

Finances are in good shape, but there are still a few dollars 
which are unpaid for 1926. 

Items of interest to the boys are welcomed and any help you 
can give us for a better booklet will be greatly appreciated.
